Moonlit Burial Ends Day of Desolation

ARLINGTON. Va. <UPI> — 
The angry hlack clouds cleared 
Saturday night and Robert 
Francis Kennedy was laid to 
reat by the light of flickering 
candles and a spring mnnn and 
within light of the eternal flame 
over the grave of his brother, 
John Kennedy. 

A day of national sorrow and 
desolation of spirit that began 
with a funeral mass before 
thousands a t St. Patrick's 
Cathedral in New York City 
ended on the hushed, rain- 
dampened slopes of Arlington 
National Cemetery, shrine of 
the honored dead. 

♦ * * 

The final, brief burial liturgy 
was said by Archbishop Philip 
Hannan of New Orleans, a 
family friend who substituted 
for Richard Cardinal Cushing of 
Boston, stricken 1U during the 
funeral train ride to Washing¬ 
ton. 

Former astronaut John Glenn, 
a pallbearer, carried the folded 
American flag that adorned 
Kennedy’s casket and presented 
It to Senator Edward Kennedy, 
the lone survivor of the four 
sons, who gave it to the eldest 
son of his assassinated brother, 
Joseph Kennedy HI, who in turn 
handed it to the dazed widow, 
Ethel.

One by one, the Kennedy 
family, adults and children, 
knelt to kiss the mahogany 
casket at he end of its journey, 
under a magnolia tree 60 feet 
southeast of toe late president’a 
grave. 

A solemn president and Mrs. 
Johnson silently shook hands 


with toe widow and left, fol¬ 
lowed by the grieving family 
and their friends, government 
officials and foreign diplomats. 

So ended the latest tragic 
chapter in the Kennedy story. It 
was 12 weeks to the day that 
Robert Kennedy had embarked 
on his quest for the presidency 
because, he said. "I am con¬ 
vinced that this country is on a 
perilous course." 

In New York, dose to team 
and with a breaking voice, Ted 
Kennedy told 2.300 invited 
guests — including the Johnsons 


— In the grey-*tone, vaulted 
cathedral: 

"My brother need not be 
idealized or enlarged in death 
beyond what he was in life, but 
he should be remembered 
simply as a good and decent 
man. who saw wrong and tried 
to right it, saw suffering and 
tried to heal it. saw war and 
tried to stop it.”

At the Lincoln Memorial, the 
U.S. army hearse bearing Ken¬ 
nedy's body stopped while a 
choir sang The Battle Hymn of 
The Republic and the poor 
people of adjacent Resurrection 
City — toe senator's special 
constituency — reached out into 
the dark with uplifted hands.

Television cameras focused on 
two raised, clasped hands. One 
was white and one was black. 

As the graveside service 
began, a very young child in the 
cemetery crowd was heard 
crying out in the stillness, 
"Daddy, Daddy.” One of Ken¬ 
nedy's dogs, the springer 
span id Freckles, lunged against 
his leash trying to get to his 
master’s coffin. 

One of the lighted candies in 
the back-ground was held by 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Dob¬ 
rynin.

The citizens of the capital 
where the scrappy, mop-haired 
kid brother of the late president 
began his government career in 
1951 waited for hours in muggy 
heat for his casket to pass down 
Constitution Avenue. 

The route through the capital 
was heavy with symbolism. 

Once out of Unton -Station, 
Kennedy's hearse was only two 
blocks from the Teamsters 
Union headquarters of his old 
foe James Hof fa, now In a 
federal penitentiary. A little 
further on were the senate 
office buildings where Kennedy 
fought Hoffa as the youthful 
chief counsel of the senate

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said Ray, carrying a fully load¬ 
ed pistol, was arrested as ha 
was passing through British im¬ 
migration offices on his way to 
Brusseb. 

British authorities charged 
him with using a (aim passport 
and carrying a concealed 
weapon. He was placed under 
maximum security arrest. 

Hoover maid extradition pro¬ 
ceeding would begin shortly, 
but It was not immediately 
clear whether Ray would be re¬ 
turned under the federal coat-, 
plaint charging him with con¬ 
spiracy in King’s deato or under 
a first-degree murder Indict¬ 
ment returned against him by a 
grand jury in Memphis, Tenn. 

MOTEL KILLING 
It was in Memphis on April 4 
that King was killed as he stood 
on the balcony of a motel talk¬ 
ing to friends.

Ray was using the name of Ra¬ 
mon George Sneyd, a Toronto 
police constable, when he was 
arrested Saturday and was car¬ 
rying two Canadian passports 
issued in that name. He had ob¬ 
tained one in Ottawa on April 24 
and toe other from the Cana¬ 
dian embassy in Lisbon, Portu¬ 
gal. on May 16. 

LUGGAGE CHECKED 
Ray was reported waring a 
sports jacket, flannel trousers, 
light raincoat and glasses when 
he deplaned from the Lbbon- 
Brusiels flight at London. 

He had checked Ms luggage 
through to Brussels when he 
boarded the plane at Lisbon but 
got off when the aircraft made 
a refueling stop In London. 

It was learned here that Ray 
had flown from Canada to La- 
don May 6 with a round trip 
ticket but cashed In the return 
portion In exchange for passage 
to Llkbon and went right on to 
Portugal without stopping in the 
British capital. 

TRAIL FOLLOWED 
The FBI. with the help of the 
RCMP. had picked up Ray s 
trail in Canada and officers 
satisfied themselves a lew days 
ago that the man bearing a 
pais port In Sneyd* name was, 
in fact, Ray. 

It then became a matter of 
intercepting the bearer of this 
passport and immigration au¬ 
thorities were alerted on a wide 
scale. 

The manner in which Ray 
obtained his passports is some¬ 
thing of an embarrassment to 
Canadian officials. External Af¬

T HE EFFORTS of various Liberal candidates In 
British Columbia to prove that Ottawa has not 
been lacking in generosity to this province and that 
the halanre of payment between the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments is 1.06 to 1.00, are hardly likely to 
even if the Liberals could show 


impress the electorate, 
their figures are anything like accurate. 

On the score of the so-called generosity, the pres¬ 
ent administration at Ottawa has doomed the B.C 
shipbuilding Industry to near oblivion by its support 
of the low wage Quebec yards: various federal projects 
are being threatened with extinction; and further cuts 
in government expenditure — over and above the na¬ 
tional average—are In prospect. 

On the other hand, B.G as one of the “have" 
provinces carries its full share of the equalization pay¬ 
ments, and In addition, contributes through the various 
federal taxes to the subsides to Quebec and the Man- 
times as well as to the protection of Ontario's manu¬ 
facturing industries. 

In the one-nation concept, generally accepted by 
the majority as a desirable conclusion to Canada’s 
cultural and racial problems, it is inevitable that there 
should he a tane concessions by the wealthy to the poor, 
but the bwlanre sheet should be honestly drawn up, 
and that is what the crude balance of payment account 
drawn up by Minister-Without-Portfolio Jack Ifcvis 
of Coast-CapOano lacks. 

As an economist by profession Mr. Davis must 
know that there is a rfifferenee between Interest and 
capital; between loan and gift; and between individual 
and government transactions. 

The most gl a rin g controversion of the truth in Mr. 
Davis’s accounts is the item which debits the B.G gov¬ 
ernment with S140.000.000 paid by the federal gov¬ 
ernment to individuals in B.C. for their interest on se¬ 
curities of the federal government. 

On the other hand, Mr. Davis charges B.C with 
SS3.000.000 which the federal government has lent 
B.C out of its Canada Pension Plan premiums paid by 
individuals. 

If Mr. Daris wants in indude the SS3.000.000 (a 
loan) with the $140,000,000 (interest on money loan¬ 
ed) then it is quite clear that he should also credit 
B.C with seme S2.800.000.000 which is the capital 
amount of B.C. investors' holdings in federal securi¬ 
ties. 

If this capita] sum is included with the capital 
aims on the other side of Mr. Davis’s balance sheet, 
then the outgo from B.C is about five to one against 
the inflow from the federal government. 

This is the ratio used by Premier Bennett in dis¬ 
cussing the actual facta of the provincial-federal bal¬ 
ance of payment as shown in the provincial accounts. 

The voters will work it oat for themselves, hat no 
amount of talking by Liberal candidates that there is 
a single yardstick in use at Ottawa for eastern and 
western Canada is going to be convincing in the face 
of facts.

To challenge his legiti¬ 
macy was to tumble into 
insurrection. Wednesday's 
political slogans were quietly 
buried. On Friday all French 
unions said they were ready to 
talk with the government about 
their economic claims without 
pre-conditions. Overnight the 
strike was stripped of politics.

A month ago French labor 
would have bowed its. head 
meekly to the explanations of its 
commissars.

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Bennett, Ottawa Figure Things Differently 


Now, Who’s Fooling Who? 


At the drop of an election writ, the political 
sap begins to rise, and the long-suffering public 
braces itself for a sharp increase in the number 
of ridiculous statements by office-seekers and those 
on the sidelines. 


The June 25 federal election 
is no exception. In fact. I 
think one recent exchange 
between Premier Bennett and 
Liberal candidate Jack Davis 
neatly capsules the farcical 
element that Is predominant 
in far too much of our so- 
called political debate. 

It all began several weeks 
ago. right at the start of the 
current campaign, when Mr. 
Davis unearthed some of 
those hoary old statistics that 
are tossed around by some 
federal spokesmen, purporting 
to show how generous Ottawa 
Is in its aid to an ungrateful 
upstart provincial government 
in EC 

* * * 

The figures were published 
In the business section of a 
Vancouver newspaper May 1 
and the finance department 
here was immediately alerted 
to provide figures showing the 
exchange in revenues from 
the EC viewpoint. 

This was duly done and 
through the Vancouver South 
provincial byelection c a m- 
paign and until last Wed¬ 
nesday they were carried 
around by the premier, as 
ammunition should the sub¬ 
ject come up. 

When the question wis 
finally put by a reporter the 
documents prepared by fi¬ 
nance officials weren’t avail¬ 
able. The premier recalled he 
had taken them with some 
other material to a local radio 
station, where he made a hot¬ 
line appearance the previous 
night, and the documents 
were in his private car, at 
home. 


Nevertheless, obviously de¬ 
lighted to refute the federal 
statement, Mr. Bennett lost 
no time in despatching an aide 
to pick up the papers so that 
he could disclose the latest 
B.C. version of the revenue 
exchange. 

* * ft 

The discrepancy between 
this and Ottawa's claims, to 
say the least, were enough to 
strain anyone's credulity. The 
kindest thing that could be 
said was that there appeared 
to be misstatements on both 
sides. 

The moat blatant of them 
were clearly made by Mr. 
Davis who as an economist 
must know that Ottawa only 
collects, on the province's 
behalf, the B.G. share of 
income tax and estate tax. 
The same goes for the 
provincial share of Canada 
Pension Plan contributions. 

♦ * * 

These two items alone 
scratch 5252,000,000 from Mr. 
Davis' total for federal aid. It 
is ridiculous, too. for him to 
claim that 5140.000,000 in 
interest paid to B.C. citizens 
on Canada Savings Bonds is a 
form of federal assistance or 
that 5123.000.000 of general 
federal spending, much of it 
abroad, can be ascribed to 
this province. 

However, Mr. Davis is quite 
right when he implies that the 
provincial government doesn't 
like to admit that 551,000.000 
for hospital insurance. 525,- 
000,000 for welfare and 51V 


000.000 for technical training 
came from federal coffers. 

He just couldn't resist try¬ 
ing to rub Mr. Bennett's nose 
in the dirt by claiming that 
while Ottawa only takes 
51.034,000,000 in revenue from 
B.G. the provincial govern¬ 
ment gets back from the 
federal govennnezt, in total, 
51.2Z1.000.000.

After attacking the liberal 
minister without portfolio. Mr. 
Bennett, with the air of a 
magician producing a rabbit 
from his top hat. then dis¬ 
closed B Ci claim that Otta¬

Mr. Bennett may swell re¬ 
tort. however, that where 
pockets of poverty exist in 
this province or where major 
projects do not get the same 
federal grants as other pro¬ 
vinces, B.C. Is entitled to fair 
treatment from Ottawa.

Last September my wife 
and I somewhat hesitantly 
enrolled our six year-old 
daughter Carmen at Oaig- 
darroch School to begin her 
formal education. Today, hav¬ 
ing watched her blossom over 
the past nine months, we can 
say we're amply pleased with 
the decision. 

A more objective report on 
Craigdarroch is contained 
elsewhere to today’s Colonist 
This is our personal report

Criugdarroch, In case you 
hadn't heard, is one of the 
new schools variously de¬ 
scribed as progressive, free or 
permissive. Its approach is 
that you provide a child with 
as much opportunity to learn 
as he can cope with but you 
don't try to make him some¬ 
thing which you have decided 
be most be.

The school's prospectus 
Says: 

“Craigdarroch is a school 
based on freedom.

Two major considerations 
affected our decision to enrol 
Carmen. 

One was our confidence in 
the people running Qraigdar- 
roch: head teacher Joan 
Schwartz, Dr. Charles Greg¬ 
ory and Andrew Mikita—peo¬ 
ple worth knowing 

And there was my own 
growing distrust of our 
crowded, impersonal elemen¬ 
tary schools, in which three of 
our older children are enrolled. 
The public is getting exactly 
what it pays for when nearly 
40 children are assigned to 
one teacher. 

A ‘ A A 

Anyway. Carmen started 
school at Craigdarroch. We 
held our collective breath. 
Would our bonny little girl 
turn into a self - expressing 
brat? 

Nothing of that aort hap¬ 
pened. Instead. Carmen 
started talking about dino¬ 
saurs at the dinner table, 
about the relationship between 


plants and bees, and about 
what a city is. 

She started practicing 
French and Spanish words on 
us, though that has petered 
out now. 

By earty fall the Craig- 
darroch kids had made field 
trips to a fire station, a 
creamery, a bakery and the 
art gallery. This spring they 
have been out every week to 
the woods and the seashore. 

Carmen got interested in 
animals and birds. At the 
Christmas holiday she became 
foster mother to Petros, the 
school's canary, and Petroa 
was almost eaten by Moloch, 
our cat.

One thing shout Craigdar¬ 
roch that makes enormous 
good sense to us is that the 
children wear what they 
please. The tyranny of cloth¬ 
ing is unknown at Oaigdar- 
roch. Carmen comes home 
smeared with paint and dirt 
— in her play clothes. 

Part of Craigdarroch'i suc¬ 
cess, of course, is that there 
is a teacher for every TO or 12 


children. Many traditional 
private schools can say the 
same thing, and there is no 
disputing that they do some 
fine things for their children. 

Inevitably one comes to the 
question: What is Craigdar¬ 
roch doing that other schools 
aren't doing? Plenty of 
schools, public and private, 
leach foreign languages in 
elementary grades, promote 
individual progress, provide 
enrichment and persona) 
attention.

The answer, then, is that in 
terms of curriculum Qraig- 
darroch School offers nothing 
more than a good traditional 
private school. The difference 
is in the attitude to children. 

Most people regard children 
as putty to be moulded into an 
image approved of by adults. 
Craigdarroch says children 
should be free to become 
themselves. 

For me the difference is 
epitomised in two imaginary 
smaD children: one dirty- 
faced and climbing a tree in 
denim, the other in uniform, 
• walking sedately to keep Mis 
crested blazer clean. 


My wife and I walked over 
to Craigdarroch last week to 
feed the pets; the whole 
school was off camping up- 
island. We walked through the 
silent clutter of the class¬ 
rooms inspecting the artwork, 
a microscope, a row's skull. 

"It has a nice feeling," said 
my wife, and I agreed. 


The ructions in France may 
have upset some commentat¬ 
ors — especially those who 
were pointing to de Gaulle's 
regime as a model of stable 
government, right up to the 
night that the barricades wait 
up.

He's a trained economist, 
but intrigued by political 
science, the literature of 
which maddens him by Its 
thickets of jargon. He cites 
examples.

Douglas has also mads dear 
that his party would go much 
further than the two bigger 
parties fa resisting U.S. political 
and economic Influence.

John and Doreen Ccrwlin 
have been telling us about 
some more delightful hiking 
areas in the south Island 
region. 

Bedford Island Is on the 
east side of Becher Boy. al¬ 
most at foe most southerly 
paint of Vancouver Island. 

It can be reached by tak¬ 
ing the Becher Bay Road 
from Pedder Bay Marina and 
Rocky Point Arsenal. Drive 
about one-quarter mile, just 
Into the Indian Reserve and 
park. 

* * * 

Walk along the logging 
road to within sight of the 
shoreline and then make your 
way along the east coast of 
Becher Bay. This area was 
once farmed and you can see 
the remains of old farmhousta 
and fruit trees. 

It is a particularly Interest¬ 
ing hike in foe spring to see 
the wild Bowers. It is a walk 
along rugged, rocky coastline, 
through * usually-unoccupied 
Indian Reserve until you see 
the Municipality of small Bed¬ 
ford Island, off foe southerly 
paint in Juan de Fuca Strait. 

Large Bedford Island can 
he reached at low tide by 
Walking on the gravel beach.

There is an old forest look¬ 
out at the top and an unob¬ 
structed view of Becher Bay 
and the Olympics. You can 
see Victoria to the east and 
Sooke Basin and Harbor to 
foe west.

Mt. Blinkhoren. 800 feet, 
and Blinkhorn Lake, 400 feet, 
which is private, may be 
reached from Kangaroo Road, 
but you must ask for permis¬ 
sion at foe farmhouse Turn 
off Sooke Road, onto Kanga¬ 
roo Road in the vicinity of 
McKenzie Creek. 

Drive about 1 % miles along 
Kangaroo Road and Mt.

This is one of the better 
alpine meadows within 100 
miles of Victoria. 


A word of caution. If it is a 
foggy day, take a map and a 
compass.

Far the arduous hiker, you 
can continue northerly along 
the ridge, dro pp ing down to 
Heather Lake, which is a mile 
n o rt hw e s t from the main sum¬ 
mit.

This Is a hike for June and 
early July when the flowers 
in the alpine meadows are at 
their best. 

When coming down from 
the ridge at 3,600-foot eleva¬ 
tion, keep to the left If you, 
lose the trail markers. Other¬ 
wise you might mb* the end 
of the logging road and have 
to walk all the way down 
through the bush.

Insist on a Girl 


By M. V. CBBSNUT 

TREE OF HEAVEN <W.EJ„ Vie- 
taria)<#Qrbe Ailanthus tree is everything 
claimed for It in the advertistog 
circular you received — and a bit more 
to boot! It grows with extraordinary 
speed. It has pretty foliage ratoer like 
that of a tropical fern — glossy enough 
to withstand the ravages pf soot, smog 
and city dirt — and i£ colors up 
handsomely in the fall. 

The tree is quite hardy here. I DO 
think though, that the price asked In the 
circular is a little high, and I suggest 
you shop our local nurseries before 
sending an order away. 

Heaven help you If you happen to gel 
a male tree, for the male f l o w e rs give 
off a rich, all-pervading aroma rather 
like that of a backed-up sewer. In 
buying. Insist on a specimen grown 
from a root cutting taken from a 
female tree — don’t take a chance on 
seedlings of unknown sex. 

Ailanthus Is known in its native 
China aa fiie Tree of Heaven. In 
California, where male seedlings have 
escaped and sprung up al over the 
coiaitryside. it is known affectionately 
as Stuikweed! 


8KK PEONY (V-MeM.* (treat 
waa <)—I don't think bugs could be 
responsible for the leaves at your 
peonies cuffing upward around the 
edges, and I doubt if any insect spray 
would help in fbia case. 

When sap-sucking insects attack a 
plant, they aril nearly atanja to for the 
backs of the leaves where the bugs will 
have sortie concealment from their 
natural enemie 

As they tap the juioes, they Inject a 
chemical into the leaf tissues which 
causes file edges to curl downward, not 
upward, thereby forming additional 
protective covering. 

In any case, peonies are not very 
buggy plants—at least, not as far as 
their foliage goes. Thrips can make a 
shamble of file flowers, but the leaves 
are singularly free from insect attack. 

I can think at only two possible 
causes for your up-curling leaves: 
Dryness at the roots, or a careless 
weedkilling job nearby. Check up on the 
condition of file soil, and if dry down 
below, give a good deep watering 

I doubt if It will do any good, but aa a 
moss, fir bark or old manure. 

Very little can be done for weed k i ller 
poisoning, which twists and distorts the 
leaves. Like Its cousin, the common 
buttercup, the peony has considerable 


resistance to the simpler forms of 9, 4- 
D weedkiller, but fumes or drift from 
one of the newer kinds such as are used 
for killing chick-weed end clover cause 
the symptoms you describe. 

I doubt if iM anil do any good, but as a 
kmg-ahot gamble you might try spray¬ 
ing the foliage daily with a weak 
solution of any fertilizer ridi In the 
minor elements, such at Squid seaweed, 
liquid fiah or liquid Btae Whale. There 
is just a possible ebanoe flat fids may 
help your peonies grow out sf their 
trouble.

Like the chrysanthemum and toe 
poinsettia, fids plant takes Its cue to 
start forming flower buds tram the 
diminishing hours at daylight in the fal 
of the year.- 

If the Christmas cactus lives in a 
roam stoere the ligbfo are turned on 
during the evening hours, the day-length 
is stretched artificially to about the 
equivalent at midsummer, and the plant 
talk to receive the required stimulus to 
start blooming.

Headmasters Carry on Flogging 


% LONDON, (LAT) — Claiming historic precedent and even 
royal sanction, the National Association of British Head 
Teachers (principals) has reaffirmed overwhelmingly their 
"right” to use corporal punishment an students os they see 
fit. 

(Wy “long-haired, wooly thinking individuals "argue for 
abotitian of physical punishment such as caning, said 
headmaster Stuart Ye atm an at die teachers annual 
conference in Plymouth. 

He called them "Woolie*," though he was himself bearded, 
and he drew delighted laughter frosn his colleagues in 
deriding abolitionists who believe teachers use violence to 
gratify po w er, anger and sexual urges. 


The study, chaired by Lady Pkm-den and subsequently 
called the Piowden report, found that "the overwhelming 
majority (between 80 and M per cent) of the teaching 
profession are against Hboiitian of corporal punishment, 
altbcAigt) few support It except as a final sanction.” 

★ * * 

Public opinion appeared to favor keeping it, the report 
said, and a considerable majority of parents agree to Its 
occasional use. 

But societies of psychologists and mental health workers 
consulted by toe Ptowden committee declared toot "the 
advantages of corporal punishment are outweighed by Its 
disadvantages." 


How prevalent caning or other physical punishment is at 
British schools Is not known. Only extreme cases make news. 

A few yean ago one school had a policy of six strokes on 
a bare brttom for almost any infraction. A Cambridge 
professor has reported, in a study on corporal punishment, 
one instance in which a knotted rope, soaked and stiffened In 
brine, substituted tor toe cane; and in another, a triple- 
thonged strap was toe instrument.

More typical, probably, was the brief complaint of a boy 
sidferfag a broken collarbone. He said the teacher had 
thrown him against a wall. The teacher said he did shake up 
the boy but then toe lad "slipped and fell.”

The government does not formally sanction corporal 
punishment except at "approved schools." which are reform 
schools. These are under the control d the Home Office, 
instead of the Ministry of Education. 

Home Office regulations prescribe that canes used must 
be a standard 96 inches long and 8 to 10 mm. (one-third inch) 
in diametre, and students must have their pants on.

ATHENS (LST) — The Greek police have been authorised 
to reprimand, report or even arrest Greek achookhfldren who 
defy a regime circular laying down toe rules of decorous 
behavior and appearance in public. 

The circular, published Saturday, threatens a "akin-deep 
hair riiave” for schoolboys who refuse to have "tasteful but 
not ornamental nor a ffected hair styles such as those of 
foreign youths who, unable to show off through some 
important or noble achievement, resort to these well-known 
absurdities in order to underline their blank existence.” 

The circular, signed by the minister of education, was 
addressed to secondary school Inspectors urging them to help 
in “wiping out the ugliness of schoolchildren." 

The ministerial order also banned beD-bottom trousers for 
schoolboys, ”k»ud or provocative" shirts, and mooeaslns with 
the "distasteful foliar-shaped buckle.” Schoolgirl* were told 
tc have well-groomed hair—nol "dishevelled"—held in place 
with a “white, blue or black” ribbon and, of course, no mini¬ 
skirts. 

The circular stressed that the affected appearance ol 
schoolchildren, often stretched to the point of ridicule, the 
aping of foreign delirious and often revolting prototypes, con¬ 
stitutes an impertinence to public feeling and to the Greek 
notion of measure, provoking the indignation of even the most 
lenient and condescending citizen and exposing to comments 
the education efforts of the school and the family.”

Of success and sorrow they 
have seen more than most 
women, and they have had to 
bear them in the public gaae. 
With sons or husbands or 
brothers that have achieved 
heights average men do not 
aspire to. their tragic ends, 
when they have come, have 
occasioned national mourning. 

Roae Kennedy, at 77 the vital, 
youthful-boking matriarch of 
the Kennedy family, sets the 
pattern of gallant behavior in 
time of heartbreak.

After the assassination of her 
second ton. President John 
Kennedy, in 1163, she said: 
“This is the third child I’ve lost. 
I've learned to be brave and to 
put my faith in the will of God.” 

Now that Senator Robert 
Krmedy baa become the second 
son slain by an assassin’s bullet, 
the count is four of her nine 
children dead violently. But 
Rose Kennedy has lost neither 
her singular composure nor her 
strong faith.

The senator’s 40-year-old 
widow, Ethel, who was rarely 
far from his side in their 3g 
years of marriage — whether 
they were shooting rapids, tour¬ 
ing the world, playing touch 
football or campaigning — waa 
with her husband in Los Angeles 
when he was cut down. 
Throughout the gruelling hours 
of uncertain waiting she showed 
remarkable self-restraint, doc¬ 
tors said.

In her calm control and 
concern far others during the 
difficult days that followed, 
Ethel Kennedy maintained the 
tradition of Kennedy women, 
even as did her sister-in-law 
Jacqueline in November, 1963. 

Mrs. Jotsi Kennedy's control 
and sense of history throughout 
that fateful weekend after the 
president was shot moved the 
London Evening Standard to 
write: 

“Jacqueline Kennedy has 
given the American people from 
this day an one thing they have 
always lacked — majesty.”

The former first lady took up 
the two-fold task of rearing her 
fatherless children and perpetu¬ 
ating the memory of her 
husband. 

Robert Kennedy, her brother- 
in-law was a mainstay during 
the critical period and acted 
almost like a father to Caroline 
and John Jr. 

Now his widow, who Is 
expecting her 11th child in 
January, is faced with bringing 
up ihrir' large brood alone at 
Hickory Hill, their six-acre 
home at McLean, Va. 


Ethel Kennedy's tragedies 
began with the death of her 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. George 
Skakel in the crash of a private 
plane in Oklahoma in 1955. 
Skakel, a self-made-millionaire, 
had seven children. 

Then her brother, George 
Skakel, Jr., died in a plane 
crash in 1966, and last year his

widow choked to death on a 
piece of meat caught in her 
throat. 

But for a life marked by 
triumphs and tragedy and uo 
flagging courage, none quite 
compares with Roae Kennedy's. 

In 1914 young Rose, daughter 
of John Fitzgerald, the fabulous 
“Haney Fltz.” mayor of Boston 
and a political powerhouse, 
married Joseph Kennedy.

Babies started coming. Rose¬ 
mary. the fourth child and 
second’ girl was born retarded 
and later was put in an 
institution, a kind of death to 
the loving mother. 

During the Second World War 
Joseph Jr., a navy pilot, waa 
killed when his plane blew up. 
"Joseph Jr. was the one we 
thought would go into politics.” 
his mother once said. “Jack 
always thought he’d be a writer, 
or perhaps the head of a hoys' 
school in the country ..

Her high-spirited oldest 
daughter, Kathleen, married a 
British marquess. BOly Harting- 
ton. Within a month the mar¬ 
quess was killed in action In the 
Second War. Four years later 
Kathleen died in a plane crash. 

Before her husband suffered 
the crippling strokes that have 
made him an invalid and before 
her second and third sons were 
assassinated. Rose Kennedy told 
a reporter: “A strong belief Is 
the most wonderful thing that 
can happen to you. The fact 
that I've had one has given me 
a certain stability."

The yotmger Kennedy sisters, 
Eunice, Patricia and Jean, are 
in the Kennedy mold of strong 
women. During the harrowing 
past days they have moved 
quietly and calmly doing what 
must be done, their emotions in 
stern check. 

Euniee. 47, is married to 
Sargent Shriver, U.S. ambassa¬ 
dor to France, and mother of 
five. Eunice was the sister used 
most by the late .president for 
special jobs. 

Jean, the youngest Kennedy 
girl, introduced Ethel to Robert, 

Jean married Stephen Smith. 
They have two children.

“I refer, not only to build¬ 
ings, but to libraries and the 
very expensive equipment 
that we now use in our 
schools, such as bustoess ma¬ 
chines and industrial educa¬ 
tion equipment. 

“I see no reason why these 
should not be used in the eve¬ 
nings aa well as throughout 
the day. Wherever - the de¬ 
mand in a community exists, 
there ia'no r easo n why they 
should not be available on an 
around - toe - dock baas." 

Too Costly 

Mr. Peterson went an: 

"I believe that new devel¬ 
opments in education have 
made toe existing procedure 
of 10 months of school and two 
months of summer (holidays) 
antiquated. 

“In my view, school plants 
are too costly to be left vacant 
for one-sixth of the year. The 
traditional reasons for summer 
holidays rather than holidays 
at other times of the year are 
probably disappearing." 

The minister annoimced 
formation of a committee to 
investigate better utilization of 
school facilities. It is now 
beaded by J. L. Canty, the de¬ 
partment's co - ordtoator of 
services, snd includes Frances 
Thompson, a former Greater 
Victoria school tnstee and 
president of the B.C. Parent- 
Teacher Federation.

“Pop!” went the cork . A» the 
chilled champagne bubbled into 
the cut crytlal goblets , I frantically 
searched my vocabulary for the 
one Ruuian word I knew (aside 
from nyet!). “ Pros *I finally 1 
murmured as we drank to our 
charming host*s good health. 


Who was this deboriairc gentleman and where 
dM this take place? Was it a RuMian ambassador 
at an embassy reception? Nyet 5 A Professor of 
Russian at a faculty dinner? Nyetl Mather and I ’ 
were guesta In the stateroom of Khzlpkov 
Vjacheslav, the third mate of the Russian 
merchant ship "Ola" docked at Ogden Point, and 
hts fcBow officer, BeloaAapfcin Vladimir, the 
■hip’s electrical engineer. 

Earlier In the day, Vjacheslav, Vladimir, and 
Other crew mates, had been taking in the sighta 
and pounds of Victoria. In the course of their

sightseeing, they visited the legislative buildings, 
the wax museum and eventually made their way 
out to Oak Buy and the Undersea Gardens. 

Their Russian signatures and comments in the 
guest book prompted me to ask If I might take 
their picture with the manager, my Mother. 
Fortunately VJecbeslav speaks excellent English 
and “cheese’’ must mean “smile" in any 
language as everyone smiled happily throughout 
several ehots. 

They were so friendly and pleasant, w# asked 
if there was s imowhers we could send them 
copies of the pictures. Thty promptly gave us 
their ship chandler's address in Vancouver, a 
frequent port of call for the MJ. "Ola,” and then 
invited Mother and me to sea the ship. 

■ I heeliated for a moment as a very close 
friend had been a prisoner of war in Siberia for 
three years, but Mum. who loves ships of aB sizes 
and descriptions, accepted wdtti alacrity for both 
of us . , . and I'm so very glad now she did! 

On the dot of 8 p m. ws pulled up beside the 
M.l. Ola. She wastbuilt In Oaake, Japan, fat 
1M4, and has an overifl length of 807 feet and a 
breadth of 60 feet with a crew of 82 anen and four 
women. That's a (air aloe Ship In anyone's 

language. 

Our main consent, after identifying ourselves 
and the arrival of the third mate, was getting on 
board. The problem was not ana of guards or 
security, but the more mundane female one of 
straight skirts, high heels, ropes, ratlings and 
ramps! Casting dignity aside, and scrambling 
under, over, and around these obstacles, resulted 
in gales of laughter and osrtalnly broke the ice. 

The ship appeared Immense inside. Our ship’e 
tour seamed to take us up and down one stairwwy 
after another and slung miles of corridors. When 
we looked down four storeys into the engine 
room, I immediately became dizzy from the 
bright! 

Most of the new had finished dinner and wens 
sitting around waiting for the nightly Russian 
movie to begin so ws only took a quick peck Into 
tie crews' mess and TV-equipped lounge. 
However, we gave the galley a closer took, ft was 
a fully electric kitchen and spotlessly clean. A 
chef and young baker prepare Russian food far 
fbe sIl-itusRian crew. 

We caught a breath of cod air en the "back 
porch” (softy about that, seafaring readers!) end 
saw where the wheat la loaded into the holds. 
Then we climbed more stairs to the officers* • 
mesb and lounge. Mother and Z said, as wife a 
■ingle thought, “all fee comforts of home!" 
Sitting in the lounge for a moment, Z gingerly 
broached fee subject of a wee story about their 
ship and Its worthy officers. As they said they 
were misquoted on a recent visit to Vancouver, 
they were a little dubious. | but Vjacheslav just 
smiled and said: "Why not?” 


X asked if they noticed any appreciable 
difference wallring dowp a street In Vladivostok 
and Victoria and they toughed and said*, "No, we 
have the mtnl-sklrt too.!' 

They said the only night dubs in Vladivostok, 
as wc know them, are strictly far the tourists, but 
there la dancing In fee restaurants which are 
open until about U p.m. Whan they come to 
Canada, they don’t often frequent night clubs, but 
enjoy our Cfelnesa restaurants. 

Just then one of the girl stewardesses came In 
and with the present probe Into women’s rights In 
Canada, it was Interesting to Is am that Russian 
women earn fee tame rate of pay as the men. 
The job pays a specified amount whether a man 
or woman Alls it. 

I thought Z had really pushed my luck about 
writing the story, but timidly asked if I might 
taka soma pictures. "Certainly, you are moat 
welcome,” said Vjacheslav resuming our tour. 

As.we passed Beloehepkin Vladimir’s cabin, he 
stowed me a picture of bis father on his desk, a 
oaptain of his own ship prior to Ms death In 
Japan list year. 

At the end of the corridor was fee ship’s 
hospital, complete wife operating theatre. To 
Mother's question: “Do you have a permanent 
■hip’s doctor?” Vja oh eafsv laughingly replied: 
“Yes, but ha sissps all fee time. No one is ever 
sick.” 

Up we went two more flights of stairs to the 
bridge, "This la where I stand all day doing 
nothing,' 1 said Vjac h es l av with a grin. He 
casualty whipped covers off lonui and sonar 
equipment explaining as he went along, "This 
ship la so easy to operate, It practically runs 
itself.’' 

Vladimir until now had said nothing in English, 
letting Vjaeheslav translate all the conversation 
tor him. Suddenly he b c ut d and pointed to a tot 
of complicated electrical equipment. “This Js my 
department,” he said. In future I’M have a little 
more respect for fee phrase, “you need your 
engineer's papers to operate one of these." 

Next stop was third mate Khzlpkov Vjaches- 
lav’s cabin where few beautiful crystal goblets 
had been eat out beslds a plate of Russian 
chocolates. Vjacheslav quietly produced pictures 
of a beautiful little gH with huge brown eyes, Ms 
two-yssr-old daughter Alena. Fortunately he only 
has to be away from home about a month at a 
time and usuaiy earns a fotmmosife holiday 
every year. Vladimir, a bachelor who modestly 
admits to 100 girls fai each port, le headed for hia 
four-month vacation on fee Back Sea at the 
conclusion of Ms voyage. 

The conversation turned to education and fee 
officers were surprised to hear about Channel f 
and university ooursee on TV. A student in Russia 
can attend school free as long as ha can pass fee 


exams. In university, he is paid 50 rubles a 
month. A room costs approximately 3 rubles per 
monfe and he uses fee balance tor his food. 

Our athletic scholarships somewhat surprised 
them, Suddenly Vladimir disappeared only to 
return In a moment with two Iwautiful bronze 
medals. One side shows a lighthouse and aeitor a 
the emblem of Vladivostok and says In Russian, 
Champion at Vladivostok. Ttie other side says HZ 
Class and shows a laurel branch. He insisted wg 
keep them as a gift. 

The champagne called almply oobemekoc 
waunariokoe Soviet champaign, had won two gold 
medals and was so delicious it was easy to see 
why. The chnoolatss were Individually wrapped la 
gaily ooiored papers depleting nursery rhymes, 
the literal translation from Russian meaning folk 
tales, 

.Vjacheslav suddenly turned fee tables and 
asked me a question for a change. “Why." he 
■aid, "have none of' the Victoria people come to 
visit us on our ship?” 

I was temporarily stunned and could only 
reply: "Because they didn’t think they were 
Invited I suppose.” Both -of these fine young men 
asked ms to extend a hearty imitation to all 
Vlatorien'f to visit their ship the next time it Is in 
port. The captain asks only that guesta do not 
arrive untH after S o’clock, die end of their 
working day, and depart by 11 p.m. 

All ton soon it was 10 o'clock and ms 
Vjaeheslav started a 24-hour watch the next day, 
we felt it was time to leave, Vladimir produced a 
bag and Insisted mother take all fee chocolates 
with her. It would be extremely difficult to repay 
such gracious hospitality, even though I’m going 
to rush right out and buy a Canadian Indian dull 
tor little Alena. 

As we left, I asked what would be the best 
buy tor a tourist visiting Russia. Vjacheslav 
am Had and said: “Unfortunately Vladivostok to 
closed to tourists now,” 

“I won’t ask you why so you won't have to 
not gnawer me,” X laughed. 

With a decided twinkle 1ft his eye. this ex¬ 
tremely nice human being said: “I’m quite aura 
you know why!” 

As they walked us to my oar, I couldn't help 
thinking what a wonderful world ibis would bo 
without so many geographical divisions and such 
diverse poiiticsl crosses to bear. As human to 
human it oould be such a friendly planet. Just 
dreams? I hope not I 

I’m happy to report I’ve added another word 
to my Russian vocabulary ,,, SFASIBO! Thank 
you, Khzlpkov Vjacheslav, and Befoshapkln 
Vladimir, Ambassadors at Large! Coma back

Record Book of the late Sir Frank and Lady Barnard, sent into the Provincial Archives 
by Lady Barnard's niece, Mrs. Robert H. Tye. Hie Barnards lived at Clovelly on the 
EsquimaU Road; today their driveway is a public street catted Barnard Avenue. The 
old house is gone now, the property owned by the federal governmenltv Ah invitation to 
dine at Clovelly was as much prized as an invitation to Government House, where the 
Barnards lived from 1914-19 when he was lieutenant-governor. Mrs. Barnard was 
Martha Loewen, eldest of the six good-looking and fashionable daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Loewen. She is the only native daughter of Victoria to ever have been 
chatelaine at Government House.

Frank Barnard had a remark¬ 
able record in public life. He had 
been G>n*ervative MP for Cariboo 
before the turn of the century. He 
wan prominent in public affairs, 
a buftineM man of high eeteem. He 
married MIm Loewen In 1883, and 
for year* they lived away, In Cari¬ 
boo and fn Ottawa. Clovelly wae 
built iu 189|, The Colonial noting!

I say all the elements , 
because a hundred years 
ago when gold attracted 
tens of thousands from 
Across the border, most 
of them were accustomed 
to gun toting, and quite a 
number were outlaws 
chased from V.S. mining 
camps by vigilante com¬ 
mittees. 

However, a month 
after the first swarm hit 
Victoria, a local ordin¬ 
ance banned the belt gun. 
That was that. 

In that era a gang called the 
Forty Thieves terrorized Sin Fran¬ 
cisco for ft spell. Two or three earn* 
here to prey on the miner*. All were 
rounded up in ■ week and shipped 
beck. They didn't create enough 
color tor a TV oommrrieil. 

Take Boose Helm, tor instance, 
ftn waa colorful. 

So colorful that once, on a trip 
from Walk Wall* to Salt {sire City 
(with a race bone, a roulette wheel 
and 300 deck* of carda) he subslated 
for a week on' the leg of a dead 
companion. Carried it acroal hla 
■houlder between meal*. When he 
met an Indian on the trail, It waa 
too much tor the Indian and be 
threw up! 

Now thia guy waa tough. Gun- 
flghter, murderer, thief, he had 
r>hb>>d atagei. bribed Judges and 
juries .. ■ you name It. he'd done It. 
As one of our gold rush visitors he 
stepped Into the Adelphl Saloon at 
Yates and Government (the existing 
post office comer) and ordered a 
drink. Then refused to pay for It. 
Figured maybe the sound of his 
name waa good for a free drink 
anywhere. 

In fact he said so. The bar keep 
wasn’t impressed, and called a 
policeman from his pavement beat. 
Boone went to the olty lockup. 
Would you believe .,, that it was 
the first time he’d been behind bar* 
in 13 year* of outlawry! Mr. Oatler’s 
predecessor fined him S23. Helm 
refused to pay, so did a couple of 
weeks washing police floors and 
police windows. Then he was 
shipped back to the States. Not long 
after that he and five of hla pals 
were publicly hanged by the Vigi¬ 
lante Committee of Virginia City. 

Of oouree here there were no 
vigilantes. Just law. It was here 
before the miners came, all out and 
dried and laid on. Ten or a dozen 
policemen satisfied Victoria's re¬ 
quirements. 

On the mainland, however, It waa 
a different story. There a oorps 
known as the B.C. Polioe was 
evolved, the first territorial polios 
force in North America. They wera 
the law in the Canadian west, IS 
year* before the Northwest Mounted 
Police were formed.

It was in that summer of ISM (as 
Sherman waa marching through 
Georgia) that Haynes got word of 
soma trouble at Wild Horae Creek. 
He sat out with Const. Young, and 
traveSing by way of Spokane, the 
two horsemen arrived at Wild Horae 
30 days later. Today, afl that 
remains af frenzied Wild Horae Is a 
graveyard and there only one 
headboard remains. It marks the 
resting place of 27-year-old Thomas 
Walker of Donegal, Hia demise was 
the reason for Haynes’ presence. 

When the magistrate and the 
constable reined their horses, they 
viewed about 50 eablns. a few danoe 
halls and gambling joints and a 
brewery. Which, aptly enough, waa 
on Brewery Creek. They also looked 
down from the saddle on a mob of a 
thousand or more bearded miners. 

History (In the shape of Walk 
Walla freighter Dan Drumheller) 
•uggeata the crowd waa a little 
shame-faced in front of the 
Canadian law. Maybe the sight of 
that postage stamp saddle and die 
boots. Anyway, as a spokesman waa 
quick to explain, there had been a 
little trouble in Charlie Footler's 
restaurant, when Tom Walker got 
shot, after his bullet had coat 
“Yaaat Powder Bill'' Dennlaton a 
thumb. In addition Kelly, Rafferty 
and Dogherty had bean laid out, and 
“Overland Bob” Evans .., writ, be 
wasn’t feeling too good. 

“Pie Biter" Smith had troubles of 
hla own. Seems he wagered he could 
eat two apple plea at once, sandwich 
■tyla. Inoonaiderately, someone left 
™ ** p 1 "* ki between and "Pie 
hla from teeth and 
gained a nick name. 


After the affray In Foitier'a, the 
miners, being Americana and rather 
wary of the "rat trap British law," 
had formed a Committee of Law 
and Order, drawn up a set of laws, 
and elected a "sheriff.” Then, being 
in doubt is to the next step, they 
hung on to the witnesses and sent 
word to the police. 

I think It waa Dan Drumheller 
who credited Haynes with the 
historto remark: "Boys I If there has 
been a trilling you can rest aaaured 
there wig be a hanging!" I doubt ha 
ever said it. Ha wasn't the type. 

However he did take charge of 
the "law*,” relieved the "sheriffs 1 af 
further duty, then held an Inquest on 
Walker. The Jury being doubtful how 
Thomas did come to hla death, 
nevertheless fait Yeast Powttav 
acted in self dcfenoc. The subse¬ 
quent preliminary hearing had the 
wima result, and Yeast Powder was 
given hi* liberty. Soon after that 
Constables Young, NormanseU and 
Lawson were stationed at WBd 
Horse. At an indlcatim of ttoa 
miners 1 growing respect for them, tat 
me quote the Incident of "One Ear" 
Brown, who later bat his ear 
attempting a jail break in Victoria's 
Bastion Square. Anyway Brawn, a 
man with a record at the coast, rods 
a stolen horse frim Spokane, hotly 
pursued by its owner. 

Crossing the border he headed toe 
Wild Horse, and camped a few mites 
from town. The owner of the horn 
rode in to the diggings to tell tha 
police. Only' Const. Lawson was <*> 
duty, hla partners far afield. Lawson 
went with the man to Brown’s 
camp. Brown waa armed, fast tat 
the draw and killed the policeman. 
The affrighted horse galloped,back 
to Wild Horse with the newt. A

Neither wes 27-year-old John 
Carmichael Haynes who landed hare 
Christmas Day IMS (from Cork) to 
join tha newborn police. 

For an insight into the style of 
pioneer law enforcement let’s follow 
Constable Haynes to Soyoo* in tha 
Slmllkameen. Where, in Irish style, 
he promptly put an O in front of It 
It hat been Osoyoos ever since. 

Moat of the men Brew recruited 
were the gentry. You have Chief 
Justice Begble’s word tor this. 
Haynes was no exception. 

At Osoyoos the patrol area was at 
anurae prodlgoua. probably from tha 
U.S. border to what Is now Vernon, 
and with an eye to Rock Creek and 
Midway. 

Haynes most have covered 
thousands of miles, always astride a 
thoroughbred horse, on what the 
natives dubbed "a postage stamp 
saddle.'' He waa always identified 
by hia Irish frieze jacket, his well 
out riding breeches, and polished 
English riding boots. Quiet, well 
informed and gentlemanly, wherever 
he went he was the law. In summer 
he affected a pith helmet, In winter 
a felt bat. Never a Stetson or one of 
thoee five gallon jobs. By TV 
standard!, of course, he’s getting 
toss colorful by the minute. 

In time Haynes had three or four 
constables under him, and by 1M4 
had become judge, coroner, gold 
commissioner and any other offices

The end has finally come to Vancouver Island’s last ghost town. After 90 years - from 
wilderness to bustling city to crumbling ruins-Cumberland’s historic Chinatown will 
soon be no more. 


By T. W. PATERSON 

Surprisingly Cumberland's 
Chinatown memory will linger 
long throughout western Canada 
and northwestern American states— 
in the intriguing form of hundreds 
of thousands of bottles. From 
British Columbia to Montana , 
Chinatown's old glassware and 
relics, most discarded as garbage 
by the Oriental miners of yester¬ 
day , are enjoying high favor 
among Canadian and American 
collectors. 

We visited Chinatown last manner, spending 
several broiling days in toe. sun-baked valley, 
digging m deep at right feet In the swampy soil 
to isiearth handbtowa whisky, champagne end 
beer beetles, at varying shams, sizes and hues; 
tiny. grren-Slnted medietas vials, popularly 
known as opium bottles; "tiger” whisky jugs, 
aayi sauce, and ginger crooks .,. Fan ten chips, 
corroded bn si coins and pieces at opium pipe 
were the smaller prises. 

It was hard work — end hot — hut a labor of 
love to ■ onJIeetor. 

For the curious and camera buff, Chinatown’s 
few remaining structures provided a pleasant half* 
hour’s inspection. Old stores and cabins unoccu- 
pisd by toe town's handful at surviving Chinase 
wore quite tumbled down and had b e en 
thoroughly ransacked by previous visitors. 

Must intriguing was the still imposing, two* 
riorey gambling haB. On toe upper floor, miners 
hud offered prayer to a giant bronse Buddha, now 


lepartafiy in keeping of Vancouver Chinese 
Freemasons, then harried downstairs So gamble 
away their wages in company of lovely slng-aong 
girts. Tima and vandals had spared Mtfie; the 
ancient casino was' but a skeleton, albeit one 
which the weakest Imagination could again bring 
to life, ever so briefly, with toe frantic activity of 
a long-ago day. 

Fenqp posts and ke ep out dan greeted us 
upon our return a few weeks peat As they 
were on tbs left aide at toe rand. Where toe 
majority of Chinese maided, we assumed toe new 
fence was Intended to prevent fiMalr»being 
disturbed by ourte-seekers, and ptsfahl It bur 
favorite hunting ground, alongside the -eesloo. 
Here the vacant lots ahoukfertng the onetime 
railway spur Incised as they had Mrt summer: 
Like a"batflafield. 

There are so many holes and pBes at nibble 
one cannot tell where one excavation begins 
and/or ends. Broken-bottles, pieces of pottery and 
weeds litter the devastated landscape. Bowe ns , if 
not hundreds, of viettnrs. some from ns far as 
Minnesota, have tried toeir luck here. And moat 
have been rewarded for their s db i r t s with botttes, 
crockery and assorted brie w b r ae. Even large 
trees have been up r o o ted by toeee eager tenets. 

Then there ara the interesting bead-ilk* fan 
tan chips. To our surprise, wa picked ap almost 
two doasa fen ieSs than 30 mteutaa. A winter's rain 
bed weeded them to toa surface. We ruefully 
recalled our labors of lest eutnsner under a 
pitiless sun to unearth half as many. Chinese coins 
are aho to be found this way. As were two opium 
bottles, although one was chipped. 

Digging in spring k considerably easier than In 
summer, altoough It present s a problem at its 
own; water. A few feet down end you are working 
In mud; it Is hard to Shovel and difficult to 
seanto lor snuffer auriua. 

Leaning an owr ffswh la (Safari, ws fended 
about the townsfte, noting with same surprise that 
sevanL more buddings bad vanished since our 
last visit The eld church was almost totally 
dismantled. Upon poking through Its ruins we 
found several tattered pamphlets, in Chinese, the 


esrhewt dated 1182, although the church surely 
was aider, (toe booklet In particular drew our 
attention; a faded print revealed its content. The 
famous Mr. Scrooge was cowering before the 
ghost at Christmas Past! 

Other structures had been polled down. The 
remains cf one which we had searched ’ lari 
summer, overlooking toe , swamp, was 'still 
smouldering from a days-old fire. We towed IsW 
vandals had delivered the ooup-de-graee. They 
had also tried their hand at Igniting the gambling 
beH. Portunetriy, they had not succeeded. 1 

We were then visited by a Cumberland 
resident with whom we had exch a n g ee! Peasant¬ 
ries on previous visha. After the usual small 'talk, 
he offhandedly reported he tied sold hh coffee How 
^ Qdnatown bo fries and antiques, uncovered oVer 
a year, for toe not tneontiderabfe sum of 1808 As 
had, tor various sums, other residents Who bad 
Inverted span time-end considerable Work-in 
Egging here. . 

Obt next visitor brought bad newt; he web 
toe new owner. At least former airman Harry 
Lewis ei Parks*Life kaa leased toe 12-ecre sits 
from im owners. Weidwood of Canada. However, 
instead si evicting is, Mr. Lewis prMMff a 
pleasant hort, bringing us up In date on tbe ever- 
changing Chinatown soene, He has, he said, 
invested c on si der a b le money in obtain**' toe 
property and buying tg> most ideal eoUeetknw. He 
hopes to "mine” Chinatown on a proAeaakmal 
beats by lowering the water table (dynaonfcfr* a 
large beaver dam) and bringing in machinery to 
clear tour to seven feet at topsoil which, he 
bopea, will enable him to eoUect moat if not all 
•te remaining bottles end curios in the farmer 
town. 

T *?. or Prtme examples of each type of 
be k*|W lor a museum he Is opening at 
Paritoville; ai rim wiB be told to deafen, 
moetiy American. Visitors will rtli be welcome te 
fey their luck, although it will be at $2.50 a head.

rumored two American dealers trucked almost 
300,000 across (he border, for sale at on average 
price of 31.25 each—Mr. Lewis decided to act on 
his own, with the result he how contfois the site. 
By June 1, if his schedule Is met, all unoccupied 
biddings, Including the casino, wiU have been 
razed. He intends to "reconstruct one of the 
Chinese huts In ParksvlIIs and funniah it with the 
furniture and utensils which I have picked up on 
the site." 

One ancient structure, a log cabin, is of 
particular interest and historical significance. 
Now occupied by one at the surviving Chinese, M 
wall the original office of coal baron Robert 
Dunstnuir, built about 1MB. Weldwood has voiced 
Plans of reassembling it some time in the future 
In Vancouver at part of a mining museum. Said 
Mr. Lewis: "I think it should be moved to 
Ptrksville.” 

At Mr. Lewis’ advice, we decided to try the 
erther side of the swamp, the newly-found sits of 
Japtown. Here, in a shaded stand of fir and 
cedar, is the long-forgotten dump of Cumber¬ 
land's 300 Japanese miners. 

We were lucky, for our visit came within a 
Hew days of Ihe dump's redisoovery. More than a 
dozen boys, aged from seven to 17, eagerly 
attacked stubborn tree roots with slnvels tnd 
bare hands, Inspired by success we had not 
witnessed in much-investigated Chinatown. At¬ 
tractive bottles, crocks. Jugs and assorted brlc-a- 
brae were piled everywhere: all had been found 
lea* than two feet below tile surface. 

In fact, one lad had not even used his shovel 
to make the greatest discovery of all, 11 crocks in 
a ho Bow tree trunk. How they got there is 
anyone's guess. Another youngster had the first 
unbroken Chinaware spoon we had seen: a rare 
prize as these fragile curio* are invariably broken 
to begin with, if not shattered by the finder’s 
shovel. 

Almost all bottles found here arc decorated 
by Japanese inscriptions and attractive figures,

By now It was getting late and we had s long 
drive ahead of us. Passing Chinatown, we took a 
last look at the ghost town which once had 
rivalled Son Francisco's famous oriental section 
in size and population. Once its streela had 
teemed with silken, pigtailed humanity, likened to 
tire crowded thoroughfares of Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. Now they are but rutted gravH lanes. 

A tone column of smoke rose lazily from a 
rusted stovepipe. Soon even these shacks will be 
gone and Chinatown will be but a memory. 

A treasured memory for those fortunate 
enough to have visited this last ghost of the 
exciting day when King Coal ruled British 
Columbia. 


such as horseshoes, flowers and what would 
appear to be something like a totem pole. These 
would indicate, however, that the bottles are of 
later vintage than sotne of those uncovered at 
Chinatown. This Is quite likely, as Japtown is 
reportedly at more, recent date. 

Surprisingly, unlike Chinatown, there is lit tie 
evidence, aside from the discarded fragments of 
bottles and crockery unearthed by hunters, that a 
town ever stood here. The forest is second 
growth, but we could not find so much as the ruin 
Of a single house. Just two or throe boards rotting 
in the undergrowth. 

The boys had earned their ample rewards, as 
they had been laboring since 9:30 that Sunday 
morning, and were there when we left St 4 that 
afternoon.

It 
was a touchy situation for a time before the 
Indians had cooled down, but after it was all 
over, the Cowichans had confessed to Lineker 
that they had "let their feelings overcome them." 

Thjc was a lot more but mainly, they now 
felt ‘Wy had evene d up the score somewhat 
against past indignities suSered at Bella Bella 
hands.

Many changes came over the years and 
Lineker's proparty changed hands several times. 
At awe time toe late Arthur Walter (father at 
Miss Mary Walter of Victoria > owned K; then a 
mining exper t , Jack Sc hove H; and finally, Fred 
Crofton, bought toe farm in MK. 

Wed married Nona Wilson, daughter «ri (he 
late Rev. E. F, Wilson, who had done his beat to 
keep toe people of his congregation on toe 
"straight and narrow" for 15 years. He wasn't 
toe successful. 

Tha First World War came and la 191® Mrs. 
Crofton decided to turn the large rambling farm 
house Into a guest house for economy's sake, as 
husband Fred was away overseas with', the 
Canadian Army: About this time. Mr. and Mrs. T. 
F. Speed tamed up and they gave a hand to 
renovating and planning the new venture. 

R wasn't easy. Mrs. Crofton decided to name 
the building after their family home in Kiogstsn. 
Ireland, hence it became the well-known Harbour 
House Hotel. 

There followed many anxious days and hard 
work that no one will ever know about, but toe re 
was also excitement and Joy of a new protect. 
One that was to become a vital part of Salt 
Spring Island social and business life. 

There were ups and downs over the first 
yean. Gaegts often had to sleep In tents as there 
were only a dozen rooms in the hotel. Already 
them mere toe three children — the first ef the 


Lineker got oa wett with the Indians, toasted 
them wtte respec t a ad never oa tried firearms. 
Also welching toe Scent was a silent wriness to 
what was lo fallow — a kmg-eias maple tree tost 
just oozes history and bitri0Se. 

Suddenly Into toe pielas* same a large Indian 
canoe from the north, sarryiiig same 23 Bella 
Bella Indians, one white meet, and at least one 
luckless captive. (The Be Ha BeHa simply doted on 
capturing slaves.) , . . 

This time they had captured a chief team 
some other tribe. 

Their treatment of rnothraa made the Bella 
Bella Indian the most hoted on toe coast, even 
more hated than the fierce Haidas, who were also 
sieve prone. . . , 

But there they were, landing anxwgst the 
Cowichans. As far as Lineker oould see, aU 
seemed friendly enough. 

Uneasily he went down to meet toe strangers 
and greeted toe white man, whun he sailed 
MoCawley. 

No doubt he’d have called him something else 
had he known what was to happen later on. But 
he didn't know and was more concerned about 
leaving the visiting Indians with the. loeal natives 
whom he knew hated toe Bella Bella with a bitter 
hatred. 

But being the perfect host, he Invited McCawley 
to this cabin. 

It wasn't long before toe unmistakable sounds 
of battle on the beach alerted Uneker, fearful, 

fiendish yells that told of battle, Indian style.

It is only afar living mnd meriting in the Middle 
Eatt for tome time that one beginw to reaUme hem 
closely allied, almost entwined, ere the Hebrew, JKw 
Um and Christian religions. Nowhere have l seen this 
more graphically demonstrated than lit the Omaydn 
Mosque in Damascus. 

The major religion of tbs Middle 
East la Islam which, In English, 
means "submission Id (Sot." Mo- 
ti waned was its prophet and 
funster. On Ms death ht BS AT), 
a aallph or agent of Qod seas 
appointed to be h^sd of tie faith. 

Within a few years Islam split and 
one faction, the Onlay ad family, 
became the caliphs at Damascus. 

In 70S AJX they built the original 
Omayad Mosque an the same site 
as the present mosque. This location 
already had a most Interesting 
religious history. In the yean 179 to 
399 A.D. the Christians had built a 
cathedral to St. John the Baptist an 
this site. Their structure had been 
built an the ruins of an earlier 
pagan temple to Jupiter of 
Dnaasoenua which, In turn, had 


replaced a temple of On anelent 
Aramaic god Had ad. 

Tbe bast artisans and craftsmen 
M Albans, Rome and Byzantium 
nan employed In Me oonitrncti® of 
the original moaque and, although 
firs has struck a number at times, 
the last In SMS, it has been repaired 
and improved until todsy it stands 
as an wtetanding example of Middle 
Eastern architecture and one of 
Islam’s mast important places of 
worship. 

The visitor to Damascus will find 
the Omayad Mosque » the heart of 
the old city surrounded by a mast of 
busy, crowded souks or market

There is a bo Lt CM Desmond O. Crofton, 
who Is perhaps unaware that be is slmnat at 
"historic" as the aid maple tree (today a stump! 
tost stands at the end of the tennla court below 
the hotel. But of oouree, Deb, as everyone caUa 
him, is sot so (id. 

The tree can Mai up more than 200 years 
while Desmond was bom in Harbour House 
around 90 years ago, which makes him a mere 
sapling compared \ to the venerable old Wee 
stump. 

But he will tel you the Malory at toe tree If 
you are interested ... how toe brae grew to be of 
tremendous girth with wide spreading branches, 
bow it provided a aeat lor toe Mian chiefs over 
the years, caBed lo this day, toe Council Seat, 
(though it has broken into bias over the years.) 

“We had to cut the tree to stump she when 
we made the tennis comf lor (he tennis 
tournaments la 1#H," Desmond torid regretfully, 
as he posed beside the old maple stump for a 
picture. He touched the tree Mmaet apologetically. 
After all, trees have feelings and Desmond wan 
Irish enough to recognize this. 

A tree is so vulnerable — ft grows tor a 
hundred years or more, Is ktog of a barest, yet 
stands helpless before man's modem Inventions 
and progressive ways, toe axe and the saw. 

But all that b past The Indiana have 
vanished. The years have fled and the poor-aid 
maple tree has been folded away Into Its trank 
■ tor good. Only its roots are ftpnly embedded ipto 
the Island history and with hem, many secrets.

Des 
Crofton is still around. Which brings ns to (he 
point In writing this—Lt. Col. Desmond G. Crofton. 
Himself, indeed I 

He was chosen Citizen of the Tear by toe Salt 
Spring Chamber of Commerce at their annual 
banquet and meeting in May, 2967. It was a 
popular choice — and the Island is very proud of 
"the local boy who made good." 

Desmond organized the ffabt Boy Soout group

ft has always been a matter of surprise to me that 
no major novelist has yet grappled with the theme of 
the United Nations. Here, if anywhere , humanity is 
caught between the hammer of fear and the anvil of 
hope. Cast and color, procedure and protocol, debates 
and diversions — except in expert hands these would 
tend to blur the focus of the narrative and dissipate its 
force. Till note I had surmised that such a book would 
come most likely from Shirley Haxzard, who has 
written spme good stories set at the UN. Instead the 
honor fats fallen to Henrietta Buckmaster. 

Let me make myself clear. The 
lias ia tbe stone Is not the first 
novel about the UN; but, to the best 
of my knowledge, it is the first 
major novel set and enacted wholly 
within the confines of the world 
organization. Min Buckmaster is 
one of our moat underrated novel¬ 
ists, partly, 1 imagine, because she

produces Infrequently and partly 
because she works within the 
traditional form of the linear 
narrative. Action and character are 
central to her fiction, buttressed in 
this instance by a rare grasp of 
background and a superior quality of 
prose. 

Tbe novel is set In the immediate 
future, about 1970 I would judge. 
The Vietnam war is over at last (as 
I hope it will be before that date), 
ended through the efforts of Ceylon¬ 
ese diplomat, Devar Moragoda. 
When the book opens, Moragoda is 
secretary-general of the UN, a man 
of middle age whose appearance and 
thinking will remind you of U Thant. 
He has mastered the task of 
"getting 125 horses to jump st the 
same time,*' and all he now wants Is 
three years of peace feT the 
organization to establish its author¬ 
ity. 

Of oourse he doesn’t get it, which 
Is what the book is all about. 
Mongolia, a satellite of the Soviet 
Union, suddenly shifts Into the 
Chinese orbit. As you can see from 
your map, Mongolia lies between the 
two Communist titans. How to 
prevent a nuclear war between 
them? The assignment falls, natural¬ 
ly, to the secretary-general. 

Miss Buckmaster handles her 
material with an unobtrusive skill 
which may escape readers eager to 
discover how it all eomel out 
Observe how the tension la built up 
and split up—with war, war, war 
threatened In the remote East and 
jaw, jaw, jaw in the glass building 
on the East River. Observe, too, the 
skill of tha characterization, wkh 
Orientals sounding Ilka Orientals, 
Russians like Russians, Greeks like 
Greeks, and so on. Try writing that 
kind of dialogue for pages at s time 
without putting s foot wrong, as 
Miss Buckmaster does. 

The secretary-general Is admir¬ 
ably painted as the worldly Idealist 
he Is, supported by his Buddhist 
tern diplomacy, never losing his 
head when all around him are in 
danger of losing thslrs. Before the 
philosophy yet sophisticated in Wes- 
story has run Its course, there is a 
dramatic nuclear confrontation with 
an outcome both surprising and 
heartening. Would that fact might 
follow fiction In this sense. 

The Lion la tbe Btoae, It seems to 
me, fully meets the criteria of 
distinguished fiction. It entertains. It 
educates, and at its best. It elevates. 
Moreover, it sounds persuasively 
logical In predicting the role China 
will someday play in tbe United 
Nations. I wonder what U Thant 
thinks of it.

There are many problem* to be ironed out in #n 
enterprise sitch a* the Vancouver Itland Summer 
School of the Art *. Therefore it it a marvel that a 
small, but dedicated group , seemingly pulled the sum • 
mer school out of thin air and got it on the road in a 
surprisingly short time . < 


The district u a whole is sports- 
minded. and interest in culture is 
more difficult to trap. Which is an 
anachronism, for the woods are full 
at talented people working in various 
art media, and it was to give these 
- persons an opportunity to further 
their study and experience without 
leaving home that the school was 
mooted. 

“I'm better known in other parijs 
■at Canada and across the border 
than I am here,” announced a 
woman who has a variety of arts 
• and c*«{t to her hand, and many 
awards to prove their excellence. 

Don Hutchinson from Vanoouver, 
who it well known for both ceramics 
. and drawing, taught the latter at the 
second summer school session, He 
feels that art is essential lor young 
people between the ages of six and 
1C. 

"There Is a desperate need to fill 
toe gap between academic knowl¬ 
edge' and self,” he says. "Drawing 
and painting teach a child to take 
mental impressions, place them in 
front of him, observe and work out, 
thus thinking both visually and 
mentally." 

Nevertheless, the adult students 
enjoyed the courses quite as much 
as the youngsters. 

"I hate to have U end,” said one 
out-of-town lady in the creative 
writing class. "It’s been a wonderful 
experience for me”* 

A little girl of seven, taking 
creative dancing, was put to bed 
with a temperature. Yet, the next 
morning, with the thermometer still 
soaring, she implored her mother to 
let her go to class I 

Another outside student in pot¬ 
tery gladly arose in time to catch a 
bus at 7:50 a.m. to get to Courtenay 
lor class. 

Several people', especially those 
who had attended either the Banff 
School of Fine Arts or toe Okanagan 
Summer School, nad the idea that a 
similar school would be wonderful 
tor Courtenay, floating around in 
their minds, for years, 

It was Harry Harris, though, who 
made the first tangible move. A 
teacher at the Courtenay aenlor 
secondary school, and in 1964 
director of adult education, he 
probably realized the potential 
through the registration in arts 
•lasses. 

He put a notice In the local paper 
asking those interested in having a 
local summer school of the arts to 
get in touch with him. Only a few 
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did so, but from that nucleui a 
council of community arts was born. 

It is registered under the Socfc- 
bles Act as toe Comox Valley Arts 
Society. Don't ask me why—we still 
sail it toe Arts Council. 

The organization was formed In 
1968 wider the chairmanship of Mr. 
Harris. To arouse public interest 
and demonstrrte that an art school 
was logieal, a two-day Festival of 
the Arts was held in the senior 
■eoondary school on a Friday and 
Saturday in October of that year. 

This consisted of a display at a 
great number of visual arts and 
crafts, and each evening a program 
of the performing arts in word, 
. song, dance and music, produoed 
and directed by Beryl Regier. 

This showcase was well attended 
and was a revelation to many 
people. To the Arts Society, it 
proved beyond a doubt that an art 
school was desirable. 

One slight contretemps < trans¬ 
formed toe visual arts to lively. A 
highly emotional artist built a small 
fire in the middle at one of toe class 
rooms to protest a poster! The 
poster, as ft happened, belonged to 
the high school and had nothing to 
do with tie arts display. No damage 
waa done except to the nervss of 
those wbo witnessed the event. 

Memberships in the Arts Society 
were sold at $1 each which 
generated "instant” funds for prim¬ 
ing sad advertising. 

So, on July 6, 1966, cultura l 
history was made when VTSSTA 
opened its doors, with Mrs. Regier 
as director, and Geoff Rainey, a 
local photographer, chairman of the 
Arts Society.

Stuart Baker, Director of Bastion 
Theatre School, Victoria, was pre¬ 
empted for drama, and the choir¬ 
master and organist of St. Andrew’s 
Wesley United Churoh, Vancouver, 
Don Forbes, was toe music man. 

The school which ran from July 9 
to 23 scraped by on registrations, 
memberships, donations from organ¬ 
izations and private persona, and 
ooncerts. 

The first of these last was held 
toe evening before the classes 
started and was presented by the 
Vancouver Junior Symphony, the 
second was put on at mid-term by 
Instructors, and the last the Anal 
showcase at what had been accom¬ 
plished. 

Due to lack of funds and 
experience, the advertising was not 
extensive. Yet there were 28 out-of- 
town letters of enquiry received, two 
from Washington State, and 12 non¬ 
resident students enrolled.

Showing that while their minds 
might be on higher things they were 
not above doing ordinary tasks, 
members of the Society manned a 
soft drink-hot dog concession in 
Lewis Paris during the visit of the 
Centennial Caravan In June, to help 
flH the coffers. There waa an 
information booth beside it to 
publicize the school, take registra¬ 
tions, and sell ooncert tickets. 

There were 69 letters of enquiry 
from outside toe area, and from 
such diverse areas as Ocean Falls, 
Port Hardy, and Kelsey Bay. Two 
hundred and thirty-four students 
registered, 21 from outside. The 
registration would almost certainly 
have been greater if there had not 
been the rivalling green pastures of 
Expo. 

As It was there was even a 
student from South America! How¬ 
ever, he did not come all that way 
tor Art School — he was already 
here as s Rotary exchange student. 
He enrolled in the drawing oourae. 

Accommodation and transporta¬ 
tion were the two biggest problems 
the executive had to face, and they 
went to a great extent unsolved, 
which out down on registrations. 
Private homes were the main source 
of accommodation, 

It is hoped that a hostel system 
can be arranged for the upcoming 
term, and possibly transportation. 

Some of the Instructors were 
back for the second year. Raymond 
Hull for creative writing; Stuart 
Baker, drama, and Jacqueline Sears, 
re-inforced by husband, Michael, 
taught dancing and musical theatre. 
The newcomers were William Creitz, 
Portland potter; Richard Wyndham, 
painter; Jim Johnson well-known 
choral director, and the aforemen¬ 
tioned Don Hutchinson, drawing. 

Mrs. Nore Bate from Gabriola 
was also s new face. She taught a 
variety of weaving techniques on a 
small hand loom which the students 
helped to construct themselves. 

Again the Vancouver Junior 
Symphony presented the opening 
ooncert, with the aststtance of folk- 
duo Jim Johnson and Harry Oaki. 
The Symphony returned later for a 
twoweek play and prabtioe camp. 
This acquisition to the district may 
be chalked up to the credit of toe 
Arts Society. 

Courtenay has sometimes been 
derisively referred to as a "beer and 
bingo town." Perhaps VISSTA will 
ohange the image to Cultural 
Centre. 

Surely there Is room for both.

‘/ Hope He Lives to Stand Trial 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A brother 
of James Eirl Ray. who is 
charged with, murdering Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., said 
Saturday he was "surprised" 
that Ray was captured in Lon¬ 
don and added he hopes Ray 
“lives to stand trial.** 

“H my brother did kill King, 
he did it far a lot of money. He 


like to see him get the same 
sentence as the guy who killed 
Rockwell.’* He referred to the 
20-year sentence handed John 
Patter for the slaying of Ameri¬ 
can Nazi party leader Lincoln 
Rockwell. 

“A friend of mine in Canada 
called' me around noon to tell 
me they had caught my brother 


Ray said, and added "I knew be 
wasn't dead.'* 

The St. Louis Ray insisted 
that his 40-year-old brother, who 
escaped from the Missouri peni¬ 
tentiary last year while serving 
a 20-year term for armed rob¬ 
bery, is not a member of any 
racist group. 

John Ray was the last family 


member to see James Earl Ray 
before the elder brother escaped 
from the Missouri prison in 
April, 1967. He said he and an¬ 
other brother, 32-year-old Jerry, 
formerly of Chicago, were the 
closer to James than any of the 
10 sisters and brothers. 

“Janies would do anything for

him won't want him sitting in a 
courtroom telling everything he
